'A majority of 8000 school teachers, replying to a question- 


naire, hold that the present school day is "too short for the 
amount of work to be done." 


The teachers giving thjs opinion may be right and again 


they may be misled by their own zeal. A'conscientious teacher 
'naturally wants to accomplish all the work possible—and this 
means making her pupils do all the work possible. The result 
may be a fine showing for teacher and pupils, as regards mere 
school records. But how about the children themselves ? 


• It is evident that a child's capacity for attention and concen- 
trated effort is limited. A normal child learns rapidly while fix- 
ing his attention on any subject, but tires soon, and then his 
attention wanders. A short day of real application is better than 
a long day of scattered attention and-weakened. effort. Herbert 
Spencer is said to have produced his great scientific works 
while actually laboring only one hour a day. While he worked, 
he worked! 
_^.. 


Children's bodies, too, are as important as their minds. With 


a poor body a good mind may never amount to anything, no 
matter .how packed with learning. And a child learns as much 
from play as from books, ayway. There should be about as 
much time for play as for work, in the average school day. 


Possibly, too, some of the work the couscientious teachers 


are so eager to accomplish is not nearly so important in itself 
as they think it.is. 


Uncle Sam, Peacemaker 


A serious controversy between Peru and Chile, arising from 


an old treaty and concerning boundaries and valuable'mineral 
rights, is nearing settlement at Washington, having been 
brought there after diplomacy had failed to settle it at home. 
Now Peru and Ecquador are bringing another dispute to Wash- 
ington, on the same terms. Their representatives will under- 
take to adjust the differences there, on neutral soil under the 
hospitable eye of impartial Uncle Sam. If they fail they will 
submit the dispute to the President of the United States'ar ar- 
biter. 


It is reassuring to find South American countries show such 


confidence, after all that has been said regarding the suspicion 
and jealousy with which they are supposed to view the United 
States. Every such proceeding is to be encouraged as another 
link in the chain of the world friendship. and co-operation 
which American statesmen have labored so long to construct. 
The governmental resources of this country should always be 
at the disposal of our Latin neighbors for the adjustment of 
difficulties which otherwise might lead to war.
